overtaken him, for the focieties of falhion- 
able women, among which he had been 
the oracle, were not yet affembled for the 
winter. He dreaded, when he met them, 
not only the lofs of his confequence, but 
the fcorn and ridicule he flhould be expofed 
to* He wiftied to be once married, when 
common civility would reprefs thofe far- 
cafms to which he knew he fliould be 
other wife expofed ; yet as the preparations 
neceflary for this important event, which 
he affured Mr. Somerive he would haften,. 
were to be begun, his refdution failed : , 
be wiftied he had not gone fo Hir, but 
had adhered to his former cruel plan,, 
of waiting till the death of hct father, and 
the diftrefs and difperfion of her family, 
which that event threatened, liad thrown 
her into a fituatioa in which it was likely 
flie might be tempted to accept lefs ho^ 
oourable propofals. WTiile the mind of the

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tancc he felt to rcfign his liberty to>obt^t 
her, Ifabella difcovcFed no impatience for 
his return; but waited for her promifed 
dignities with tranquillkyr which her father 
was far from Hearing. The painful idea 
of facrificing his daughter to mercenary 
Gonfiderationsy was not more fupportable 
than that of leaving her deftitute, together 
with the reft of his. family, of a comfortable 
ftibfiftence ;. but, above all, the cruel dc- 
fertion of his eldeft fon, o£ whom he had 
now heard nothing for many weeks, cor^ 
roded his heart with unceafing torments-; 
and thofe torments were increafed by the 
neceffity he impofed upon himfelf,.of con* 
cealing them as much as: poffiblc from hi> 
wife. 

The letters he received from Orlando 
were his only confolation ; . yet even thefc 
were embittered, by hearing, in every om 
of them, that ail his enquiries after his 
brother had hitherto been fruitlefs., War»- 
wick, who found great pleafure in his 
company, had, very early in their acquaint- 
ance^ learned the fource of that anxiety

which often clouded the open countenance 
of his friend ; and in hopes of meeting

but never ferioufly attempted to pervert 
his principles — and fometimes, in their 
more ferious con verfat ions, was candid 
enough to own that he (hould hrmfelf be 9l 
happier man if he did not, rather than in- 
cur the ridicule of thofe for whofe opinioa 
he felt only contempt, plunge into vices 
for which he had no tafle, and call purfuits 
pl'eafurable, which, in fad, had no power 
io beftow pleafure. 

Orlando had now been three weeks in 
London ; for the plan of returning to paft 
his Chriftmas at Wolverton, which had 
been once propofed, had been given up» 
The General, contented with having intro* 
duced him to Captain Warwick, had fcea 
no more of him fince than common civility 
required, and was now gone to pafs that 
fpace of time between the end of the old and 
the beginning of the new year, when it is 
Tery unfaljiionable to be in Londoi>, at the 
houfe of his brother. Lord Barhaven, who 

xifually 
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ufually remained at his northern relidencc 
till che end of January. The General had 
originally propofed to return to Somerive's 
boufe at this cime; but not having yet 
recovered the doubting qualms which ho 
had fince felt, he thought a fortnight at his 
brother's, where he hoped and believed 
00 idea of his intentions could yet have 
bcea heard, would give his arguments 
on both fide!s fair play, which now were fo 
ct}ually balanced : he (hould be alike 
fetooved from the fafcinating charms of 
tk bloomiag Ifabella, and from thofe 
rivals who, in London, had many efta*^

•^He (hould not, on one hand, be delight^ 
cd with the fpedtacle of family happinefs 
add domeftic comfort,' which the circle at 
Somerive's houfe offered to him ; nor, on 
the other, dread the ridiculous light into 
Hfhich the wit of his London friends threw 
bis intended marriage with a beautiful 
ruftic, young enough to be his grand- 
daughter. For thefe reafons he wrote to 
Somerive, lamenting the neceflSty he was 

\mder

impelled him to do fo, but that as foon as 
they were fulfilled he fliould haften oa 
the wings of rapture to Weft WoWcrton, 
he fet out for the North. 

Orlando continued another month in 
town without hearing of his retiHrn, or 
wifliing to hear it for any other rcafbn thaa 
becaufe it would> he thought, be the fignal 
of their going down together to the houfe 
of his father. — At the end of that time he 
became impatient — he had been homt above 
fix weeks abfent, and the letters he had 
from his family, but ftill more thofe he 
lefs frequently received from Monimia,.

On his arrival in town a circumftancc 
awaited him, which called him back to hi* 
honeft refolntions ; for the young woman, 
on whom he had profufely lavifhed great 
fums of money, who was eftabliflied in his 
houfe, and whofe fettlement he had lately 
increafed in confequence of his propofcd 
marriage, had quitted his houfe the evening 
before that on which (he knew he was to 
return to it, leaving a letter, in which (he 
turned him, and all her former profeQions of 
attachment to him, into ridicule. She took 
with her all the prefents he had made her, 
to a very confiderable amount — gave him

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cborifed to receive the annual fum he was 
to pay her— informed him fhe was gone to 
Jtaly with a young man of fafliion^ whom 
flie named to him^ and was his mod obe- 
rdient humble fervant. 

As -the exccffive vanity of the General 
had blinded him fo far as to make him be* 
lieve he was extremely beloved by this 
young woman, who had always laughed 
at and impofed upon him, he was thun- 
derftruck by an incident fo unexpefted, 
and cruelly mortified to find, that while 
be was meditating how to foften to her the 
•pain of parting, flie was thinking only of 
flying from him with a younger lover. His 
refolutions in favour of matrimony, which 
pride and the dread of ridicule had at leaft 
fufpended, now returned in all their force. 
He immediately wrote to Somerive, eX'- 
cufing, as plaufibly as he could, his late 
apparent backwardnefs, and acquainted 
him that he only waited for the drafts 
of the fcttlements, which, as particular 
circumftances in his affairs rendered much

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The day after his arrival was occupied 
till it was almoft dark, with the ceremony 
of bearing thefe endlefs fettlements read ;

upon the beauty of his brother the Lord 
Barbaven's feats ^ all of which, he faid^ he 
hadvificed., SoiiPisnve: now therefore con*

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mind. He fancied fome ill had be&llen

In an agony not to be defcribcd, there- 
fore, Somerive led the way inta his Study; 
where the Dodlor^ after another flourifli- 
ing preface, which SonveriTC in the cdnfii- 
4ion of his mind took for a preparatory

All the opinions upon earth. Sir," 
cried Orlando, " will not make me change 
my rcfolutions.*!

the trying fcene which was to wait him oa 
his return to the houfe, where he was early 
in the evening to bid adieu to all his 
family, in order to fup with Mrs. Rayland 
as (he had defired ; and then ! the laft 
cruel parting with Monimia, more dreadful 
than any of his former fufFerings, was to 
embitter his laft mom^tit$ at Rayland-Hall.

j\XHAUSTED by the fatigue of body 
y and mind, Orlando would now pro* 
ibly have loft th6 painful recplledion of 
hat had pafled within the laft eight and- 
nty hours by tranfient forgetfulnefs ; but 
ren this was not permitted him : the 
rders for immediate embarkation were fo 
ri6t, and the commander of the fquadroa 
hich was to convoy the tranfports fo im- 
uient to execute the directions of Govern* 
ent, that every thing was hurry and con- 
Gon 'y and Orlando, far from being al- 
Wed lime to think of what he had left, 
iind the care of the company devolve 
tnoft entirely upon him : the men were 
r the moft part raw. recruits ; the captain, 
e ypunger fon of an illuftrious houfe, 
ready raifed to that rank (though not fo 

ol(J 
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old as Orlando), was not come down ; and 
the lievutnant, a man near fifty, was al- 
moll incipaciiateJ from attending his duty 
by the agonies of his wife and a family 
o{ fiveral children, who, as they had beca 
in loJ.;ings in a neighbouring town ever 
fiiHC his return from America the pre- 
cc ling year, now aircmbled around him 
to bid to their only proiedor and fupport 
a lalUa-ewwll.

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mander of wliich was diftantly related to 
him, and obtained of him for the reft of the 
voyage a birih more fui table to a man of 
falhion than a crowded.tranfport could af- 
ford him. • 

Orlando, the lieutenant (who was half 
.broken-hearted), and a cornet of horfewere 
left in charge of the men ; and it was per- 
haps fortunaie for the former, that he was 
fo inceflantly called upon to attend to his 
<]uty that he had hardly a moment to com- 
mand but for repofe, and, occupied about 
others, could think but little of himfelf. 

They had now been fo long at fea, that

Hitherto their voyage had been profperous^ 
and quick ; and a (hort time promifed toi 
terminate it: bui^ the heat of tlie weather,'

operatiag cm ^iie crowds of mea and of 
horfes ftowed in luch • veffeU now began 
to be feverely felt. A fever of tbc malig- 
nant kind broke out } and, wkhm a week 
five men lickened of it, of whom three died; 
and the other two, more Uke (pedres than 
living creatures, fecmed by their partial r^ 
covery only to be refervcd ifor more lia- 
gering fuflerings. 

Nor was that the word ; for the di&afe, 
after a celTation of a few daySj broke out 
afrefli^ and Orlando faw his men depreflE^4 
and diipirited, finking around hhn its eafy 
vidims.

(it nation, and xhe other tranfports couli 
afTord them littie afliltance ; (bp in fomc 
the fame cruel diftemper had begun- its rar 
viftges,. and thofe wbo.wete yet free from it 
dreaded the infeflion. It was now that 
Orlando felt the juftice of that pathetic 
defcription, given 'by Thonifoh, of the 
mortality at fei before' Carthagena, where

J had enjpjed in. his. jQijtive .Cpuntrx,^ 
M 4 forcibly 
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forciblyt' pccfcnted.ihemfSrlves in contraft 
to the: wrodcbeiinefe-aiound him; and 
when he confidertd'^* a number of men 
thus packed, together in a jrttle veflel, pe- 
riftiing by difeafe ; fuch of them as furvived 
going to another hemifpherc to avenge 
on a branch of their own nation a quarrel, 
of the juftice df which, they knew little, 
and were never fuffered to enquire ; h6 felt 
difpofed to wonder at the folly of mankindi 
and to enquire again what all this was for? 

He fomedmes, however, endeavoured 
to perfuadc himreirVhat'' it was for glory: 
Ke-Had t)ecn tailght to love glory, — ^Whal 
fo facred 516 the glory of his country ? To 
^urchafe k 06; exertion could be too. great 
-i-to revenge -pny/nfult on it, no facrificS 
Tti9uld be . regretted. Tf, for a motiim, 
his good'fehfe atofe in' dcf(])ite of this pre- 
j^d^ce, and induced him t6 enquire if il 
was not frohi a miftaken ^oint of honour, 
from the wickednefs of govdrnments, or 
the fanguiirti'y" ambition or revenge of 
monarch^, than fo'much mifery was owing 
as wars of everj^ defcription muft necefla- 

rily 
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rily oecdiort* ; » hit* tpiiered^ thcfc-doubts*'by^ 
recurring Mo blftory*r-^ur Htinfies' and' our 
Edwards, -hferoes whofe names xrhildren 
^re taught to lifp. with dblight, as they arcf 
bid to execrate the cruel Untfe ♦ and tbtf 
bloody Queen Mary ; -and he tried to be^. 
lieve that what thefe EUgifOi Kings had fo 
glorioufly done, was in their defcencfantS 
equally gloiious, becaufe it went ' to' (bp- 
port the honour of the Britlih nfanie.~ 
Then Alexander, Csefar, and all thei 
crowned murderers of antiquity-^they were 
heroes too whom his fchool-ftudics had 
tHjUght him to admire, and whom his mav 
tut^er refledbidii had not yet enkblcd hini'to 
fte divefted of ' the meteor glare which far*^ 
rounded 'them. There was foroething great 
in their perfonal valour, in their cdntcnaptf 
of death; and he did riot rctoileift di^t 
their being themfelves fo indifferent to life* 
Was no reafo'n why, to fatisfy their Ov^n^ 
vanity,' they (hould delilgt the world with* 
human blood. There were, indeed, times' 
when the modern direftors of war appeatM^

tip him in lefs^ favouribk light — ^who in- 
curred no perfonal darifgir, nor gave them- 
felves dhy other trdubietffiitt cb'raife money

je<9^ of fome neighbouring- potentate. Nor 
had be, after a white,' great reafon to ad- 
mire the' integrity of the fubordinate de- 
partments> to Whom the care of providing, 
for troops thus fc'nt out to fuppbrt tl^ 
glory of their matter was entrufted. The 
provifions on board were univerfally bad; 
apd the frcknefs of the foldieri was as 
much owing to that caufe as to the heat of 
climate.'

Orlando, embarked io a caufe of which 
had hardly ever thpught till^ he was

Lyoured to cheri(h thf fond J.ope that

ficer of the name of Warwick. He then 
contrived to fend a meffage to the captain 
of the frigate, one of the convoy, with 
whom Warwick had told him he was ac- 
quainted ; but this officer, to the infinite 
difappointment of Orlando, told him in 
anfwer to his letter, that it was true his 
friend Warwick had fent fome of his bag- 
gage 



gage on board, and a negro fervint ; biit 
that, after waitiftg for hirtt till tht laft mO* 
ttient; it' becattie ibfdltit^ly ntcejOTary fot 
him to fail t^khpitC- WtnJ This account 
only ftrv'ed, tHiirfefote, " tojtfdeafc this un- 
calinefs of Orlando; who now featbd that, 
indead of being able on His landing in 
America to write inftantly to his father 
with an account both of himfelf and hi^ 
fitter, he ftiould only add to the difquiet 
which he believed her jflight muft have oc- 
cafioned to her family : nor was he at all 
fatisfied that Warwick's difhonourable con- 
dud towards her was not the cavtfe of theii' 
not being in the fleer, which he Vas now 
almoft perfuaded they were not: 

If at any time he had obtained a fhorC 
interval of repofe, thefe c'roi^l images 
haunted him ; but as the voyage waS pro- 
longed, and the difcOniforts of his con- 
dition became morefevere, he tound abun- 
dant reafon to rejoice that he had refifted 
the alluring temptati >n r,* to him by 
Warwick, and had no^ • • : d 'li? Mo- 
nimia to d^fiicuhics a. . : jVlrviT , nr. 'er 
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which many around him h^d funk : and 
in this felf-congratulation he found the firfl: 
reward of virtue; afenfation which fooihed 
all hb forrows, and enabled him to fuppopt 
the accumulated evils which now prefled 
upoa him. 

The fleet was now within four days (ail 
of New- York; or at leaft the failors, 
though it was a dead calm^ declared that 
they had no doubt but before the. end of 
that time they (hould get in thither. The 
fick men revived a little with the intelli- 
gencci and the reft borcwiih lefs dejedioa 
the funeral of the dead (for two days had 
not for fome time pafled without a funeral) 
and the lofs of the horfes, of which a third 
\\2i6 already perifhed. OrlaiKlo^ . to efcape 
the intolerable fmells belqw^ now always 
pafled the night on deck^ and was fleeping 
on it when the xioife occafioaed by a fud-? 
den change of the weather awakened him : 
be got up, as well to be out of die way, as 
to affift thefailorsj.who were foon all bufily 
employied; for in a fe w .moments it blew a 
hurricane^ Thedarknefs of the night and the 
1 violence 
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violence of the ftorm were horrors, greatly 
incrcafed by the apprehenfion the feamen 
expreffed, that they fliould ,be driven 
againft fome of the other veflels and funk : 
and this appeared extremely probable ; 
for, by the flafties of lightning, the trans- 
ports in company were feen driven about^ 
fometimes within a few yards of each other 
—guns of diftrefs were heard, but none 
were in a condition to affift the reft; nor 
was it poflible for a boat to live in 4 fea that 
ran mountains high, and threatened to over- 
whelm even the men of war which formed 
the convoy. 

Orlando, to whom as a novice in mart, 
time adventures the danger feemed eveaj 
greater than it was, imagined that death was. 
inevitable, becaufe it had never appeared: 
to him fo near before. He thought,. how*, 
ever, not fo much of the event, as of the 
cffedl the intelligence of it wpuld have on 
thofe infinitely dearer to hiti\ than himfelf 
-^He heard the agonifing (hrieks of his 
mother, the more filent but more deftruc* 
tive angui(h of his father^ the tears of his 

fiftcrs. 
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fitters, unable to fupprefs their own grkf 
while they attempted to adminfter comfort 
to their parfints,'and above all the fufferings 
of his gentle Monimia, fufferings more 
acute becaiifc (he dared not complain. Yet, 
when the veflTel drained fo much that the 
feamen declared they every moment ex- 
peded the timbers to part, Orlando again 
thanked God that Monimia was not with 
him. The defpair of the lieutenant was 
folemn artd lilfertt;-^he believed that the 
hour was come when he was to leave his 
femily deftitute ini a world where, with all 
his exertions, his want of interefl: ha<3 not 
-afforded him rhe means of fupporting them 
by that perilous profeffion tO" which he had 
dedicated his life. But he bore this cer- 
tainty (for there feemed not the leaft hope 
of efcape) like a fuldier and a man: he 
affiled the failors; he encouraged the fol- 
diers ; and endeavoured, with a calmnefs of 
mind which gave Orlando an exalted opi- 
nion of him, to infnire mhcrs with that 
hope he did not liimlelf feel. To Or- 
lando only he dcclartd Irib opinion thic 
• th;:y 
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they muft perifti ; and iic fpoke in apprcx- 
bation of tha fortitude witlv which fo young 
a man, and oiie fo unaccuftomed to loofe 
on danger and death, bor^ this intelli* 
gence : but virith the litde comet he could 
notlceep his^ tempery who, batf dead with 
terror, Umsenced himfelf aloud in terms un- 
jnsvnly and ridiculous} and wh<^, though h^ 
declared himfeif tod much affefted by ther 
violent heaving of the ftiip to keep the decfe 

moment, ran up continually to a&/ pu« 
^ilef queftions of the feamdAi ^d tddiftra^ 
ttetr at^^tion^by his conipl^nts^^ Md cl4^ 
mourr.. • • • . 

/Morning atr length ci^pseared, hm the 
Wfnd' rather increafed thM abated ; and iM 
Jigbt of day ferved only to fliew theihoiU 
rdrs of t^ieir fituatiow, and t)f feme of tfieic 
companions in diflrefs/who were ftiU m 
fight, for (he men of w^r were no longC* 
vifibie; and of the three tranfpofts whtf 
were near them, one was difmafted, and 
another without her rudder was driveri 
about a wreck upon the waves, under b^ire 
pole^ From this veffel, which the firft 

dawA 
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dawn of day dilcovered clofe to them, they 
heard repeated fignals of dillrefs. Wben- 
ever the mountainous waves afforded tbent 
a view of her^ they faw the people^^moDg 
whom were two or three women» appear- 
ing on her deck , apparently in. all theago- 
nies of defpair. Orlando was fuddenly 
firuck with the idea that this veflT^l. migJiC 
contain bis fifter; and with dreadful foiid* 
tude he watched it, till» in the confufioa of 
bis thoughts, he &ncied he really difcemed. 
her— All care for his own fafety was thea 
at an .end; and be entrett^ the .natr 
mander of the (hip he was in to^ BDasmhia^ 
totttteoipt in a boat to go on boards in Ac 
hopes of adminiAering ibme belpi but tid» 
the man poicsvely itfuffd, giving very loud 
and fbort TeafonSy in ternos vihich Orbuuto 
did not underftand, why fuch an attempt 
would be fatal to whoever undertook it,, 
without being of the leaft ufe to tbofe for 
whom ic was undertaken. More and 
more imprefled with the idea that Ifabella 
was among the women, whofc terrors he 
faw diftindtly on the deck of the othec 

veflel,^ 
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yeilel, he now hardly pofleflfed his fenfes^ 
and was on the point of plunging into the 
wavesi tremendous as they were<— when, as 
his eyes were fixed wildly and eagerly oa 
k> be (aw it fink^ and the fea bury all it con* 
tained! — 'There was hardly time to utter 
an exqlamation of horror, when fome of 
th&. unhappy people appeared fo near the 
(hip, that the failors, though fo likely to 
Ihare^he fame fate, endeavoured to fave 
them; biit two only, (lout men who fwant 
S^^y9 were fnatcked from the raging, 
elements The reft foon difappeared, never 
to j'ife again 1 

,.Thc fprjcc of the wind was now fome** 
whstt Jeflenpdi, and (he men were infpirjed 
(bme degree pf hope to greater czer«^ 
Hem. About ten o'clock the ftorm was fa 
mpcfa abated that the mafter was able to 
take aa obrervation; and he found himfelf 
tnany leagues out of his courfe. No (hip 
remained in ijgbt but. one tranfport at a 
great diftance, and the veijcl yet drove too 
much to allow them.to attempt altering her 
qourfe^ Their immediate danger, how- 
ever 
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ever, gnxdcudly dimihifiied ; and every man 
on boards wbo was able to work, laboured, 
in defpitc of the fatigue they had under* 
gone, to repair their rigging, and remedy 
the damages the bull had fuftained. The 
fick, who had for many hours- b^cw nc- 
glefted, were now vifited^ and one foldier 
vas found dead. As to the horfes that re- 
mained, they had all been thrown over- 
board during the moft imminent peril, as 
their weight occafioned the fliip to labour 
fy much mor^ than fhe "would* do wkhout 
(hem« The dead foldier was coflunitted 
to the waves ; and as Orlando, witfi glazed! 
eyes, faw him depofited in his Watery grivc, 
ind recoUe^ed all the horrors of the pre- 
ceding nig!*, he ag^h Involfinrarily en- 
quired of himfelf, whether fuch things wertf 
to be accounted the difpenfations of Hear 
ven — or, if rhey were the works of man', 
why they were permitted ? The rerribl? 
idea that Ifabella had perifhed in that (hip 
Be faw fink fBll haunted him,a<id redoubled 
by imaginary forrow all that he faw or fiif- 
fered. The' poor fellows who had beea 
^ taken 
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taken up- were fo terribly bryifed;, and had 
fwallowed fo much water, that they were 
not yet fenfible. As foon as they were, 
however, Orlando ea^gerly qvieftioned them 
as to -the females whoni^l^G iiad^ thcou^a 
the obscurity of the dark and daOiing 
waves, difcovered on the deck; and he 
learned, to increafe his mifery, that one of 
them was a young lady, vvhofe hufband wa,s 
officer of foot, and who was hinifelf ei- 
ther in the fleet, or coming with the next 
convoy. The failor who ^ave him this in- 
formation/ kqew not which, nor did he . 
knojv-.fhe lady's name, or to what regiifiei^t 
her hufband belonged. The other women, 
be faid, weic, one of them the lady's fer- 
vant, and the other the wife of afergea-nt in 
Orlanno'5 re|?iment : which feemed to add to 
the prohability that the young perfon who 
had penlhed was Ifabella. There hardly 
needed this fad conjee? ure to add to the de- 
fpondency which, in defpi^^e of all his 
ftcady couiagc, now took poflc(Eon of Or- 
lando — defpondency which he found it ex- 
tremely difficult to conceal. Strong as his 

conftitution 
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cohllitution was, it yielded, at length, to 
tlic united power of malignant infeftion, 
xineafinefs, and fatigue; and when, after 
"beating about above ten days, the veffel at 
length reached the harbour of New- York, 
he was taken on fliore in a ftatfe of infenfibi- 
lity, from the fever which had attacked 
Tiim ; and his friend, the old lieutenant, 
faw him accommodated as well as the cir- 
cumftances the place was under would ad- 
mit ; and, feeling for him the affedion of a 
father, (hed over the blafted hopes of a 
youth fo promifing, tears, which his own 
misfortunes had never extorted from him* 
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%Y the care of this excellent man, aided 
J by the medical fkill of the furgeon of 
: regiment, Orlando in about a fortnight 
3fc as it were from the grave. His fenfes 
:urned long before bis ftrengtb, and with 
all the fad recolledion of his difaf- 
)us voyage :; — almoft the firft ufe he made 

his returning reafon, was to implore the 
rutenant to enquire for Captain Warwick, 

wliom he found, with inexpreffible for- 
•w, that no intelligence had been received, 
id that he was believed by his brother 
ficers to De in one of thofe tranfports that 
id gone to the bottom. In a few days a 
;gro fervant enquired for Enfign Somerive, 
id Orlando in a moment recoUeded that 

was Perfeus, the man who had ferved 
iTarwick fome years. — He now hoped to 

bav€ 
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have heard fomc account of his fifterand 
his friend that might have quieted his ex- 
treme uneafinefs : but the fight of Perfeus 
only ferved ro increafe it for he learned 
from him that Captain' Warwick arrived at 
Portfmouth the evening the firft tranfports 
failed, and that; by his intereft with the 
captain of the frigate in .which the ne|r6 
embarked, and fome perfons ftill higher ifl 
power, that (hi^r was delayed for fomc 
days, at the- end of which Warwick pro- 
mifed to appear ; but as he did not, nor 
even at the end of fome hours longer than 
the time he required, the captain would 
have incurred too great a rilk by waiting 
longer ; and therefore got under weigh 
with fo ftrong and favourable a wind, that 
they overtook the reft of the fleet two days 
before they made the 'Pike, of Teneriffe* 
This circumftance, however, Perfeus faid, 
was the only one that gave him hope; for 
he knew his mafter, thus mifling his paf- 
fiige, would hire a veflel to convey him, 
•which would probably riot only take up 
fome days, but hardly fail as they did; and 

therefore 
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therefore there was reafon to hope that he 
might have efcapcd thcftorm in which they 
fufFcred, and it was improbable that the 
lady whom Orlando had feen peri fli, and 
afterwards heard was tjie wife of an officer' 
of foot, was his fifter. ' 

On being queftioned farther^ the negro/ 
who was very intelligent, faid, that Captain 
Warwick had ordered him, with a great* 
part of his baggage, on board ; and that he 
knew his matter expelled a lady to go with 
him — but hclcnew not whom. The bag-' 
gage was landed, and put i«to Orlando's 
l6dgrng, wher^Perfeusdefired leave to wait 
upon him ^and where the attention of this 
faithful fellow, and the hopes he gave him 
that Ifabella and her hulband were fafe, 
contributed greatly to his recovery. 

A fortnight had now elapfed fincc his 
landiiig, and mo news of his After reached 
him, ndr had he a fing;le line from England 
as he had been tauglit to expeft. The " 
fad fcene at home, where he feared Ifa- 
bella's elopement had created infupportable 
forrow, cruelly tormented him; and the

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^mage of Moaimiaan cominual tears and 
hopelcfs folituck, purfucd bim inceffantly* 
A thoufand limes during the paraxyfms of 
his fever he had infifted upon having pea 
aiid ink to write to her and to his family ; 
and he began many letters to his father, 
recommending Monimia to his prciedtion, 
aod apologrfing for his condud in regard 
cto his fiftcr; but the Lieutenant, Mr. 
J^leming, had never fent any of thefe inco- 
herent letters. — Ortando liad now ilrengrh 
of body and of mind^nough to look them 
^ver.; but, ciicumftanced as he was about 
Ifabella, he now hardly knew better thatt 
he did then, what to fay that fhould not 
aggravate all the pain he lamented:: fomo- 
thing, however, it was neeelFary to write, 
as (hips were now daily returning to Eng- 
land ; and not to fend fome intelligence of 
bimfelf would be more diftrefling to his 
friends, than the ignorance he muft avow as 
to the fate of his filler. 

Another idea however ftruck Rim, that 
fome difcovcryj or even her own fears, as 
rAe moment arrived.when flie was t6 leave 
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her father's houfe, might have prevented' 
the departure of Ifabclla from home; and 
that even her intention of doing fo might 
be unknown. — This made him hefiiate 
whether to name her at all ; and at length 
he determined he would not, fince it would 
be only giving to his father an exchange^ 
but not an alleviation of uneafinefs. 

He wrote then thefe unfatisfaftory letters 
to his family; and afterwards one to Mo- 
nimia. — He gave in all of them the beft 
account he could of himfelf, defcribed his 
voyage tedious and ftormy ; and faid, 
nightly, that he had been ill on his firft 
Idnding; but was no\v recovered, and 
(hould foon proceed to join the body of his 
regiment with the northern army under 
Burgoyne, — But fuch was the agitation of 
hb fpirits' while he was writing, from the 
lively idta he had of the fenfations hfs 
letters would give to thofe to whom they 
were addrefled, that it brought on an ac- 
ccfs of fever, and he was confined for a few 
days: nor had he quite recovered his 
ufual health, when the commander of the

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two companies, dcfpairing of feeing tte

dwellings, conftriifted htits» on their lands> 
merely becaufc they had no where elfe to 
go.~Even. from* thefc wretched temporary^ 
ibodes they were often driven^ to make 
way for the* Engliftv foidiers and their 
women and children expofed to thctempeft 
of the night, or, vihai was infinitely more 
-4HBidf{il^ to the bnmthy of the niilnzvy. 
In at war fo protra^fted, ahd carried on with 
fuch various fuccefs, thefe fcenes of de* 
vaftation teut^ocairred fo often, that the^ 
country appeared almoft depopulated*, or the 
fpw-ftragglers, who'yct lingered round the' 
places mod ^gerly contended for, had*^ 
been habituated to fuffer till they had 
almoft loft the femblance of humanity^ 
The party had now marched about feventy 
miles; and as they carried their provifions 
with them^ which it was not poffible to do- 
Hi a great quantity, it became necelTary 
for them to encamp, and fend out fpraging-

Jt happened, 
however, that for many days they remained 
unmokfted— foracjreecuitof provifions was 
obtained, and the plan of thdr -fot«ire 
march fettled. The parties who wertt oilt 
faw no enemies to oppofe them ; and Or*-- 
lando had now an opportunity t>f obfervfng 
this wonderful country, fa extreovely un- 
like 
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ftkc England, that it appeared to him to be 
indeed a new world. 

Every object feemed fbrmed* tipoff si 
larger fcale. The rrvers, more frequent 
than in England, were broader than the 
moft boafted of ours,, even on their ap- 
proach to the fea ; and the woods, • larger 
than the oldeft European f^refb^ cvcoc 
iKofe that Kings have referverf for their 
|)1eafure in France or England, coiififted 
often of frees of fuch mtrgoitude and- beauty 
asmiift*bc fecn before a- perfed idea 'can be 
fbrtncd oftHem. What Orla&do hud oftenu 
fcsen cherilhed in EngKfh gardens asbeautr*^ 
fifl-flirtibs> here rofe into plants of fuch 
majefHciiceand IbliageasmadetheBritiSr 
©ak poor in comparifo^; and xindefc theiii 
innumerable (hrubs» of many of whScb hcf 
knew not the *names, grew in profufbn:; 
Tbefc woods, however, had in many places^ 
foflfered I?ke <he reft of the country ; and 
in fonne had been fet on fire— itx others the^ 
trees had been felled, as means of temporary^ 
defencc;-^And Orlando^ ^ whofe early and 
ingenuoul philanthropy had of late been 
N 4. ofcea 
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often injured by a paiaful fenfation of drf- 
guft,' could not lielp rcraarfcirig with a 
ligb, that man >fetfmedinofoiTljr^ a^^creatiire 
bora to CQ«ifumc:i the frtiks of the earth, 
but tcx. wot^hDd.aiuL deform. the bofom of 
|hat .dicth ! and he found himfelf almcfl 
involuacanrily aflenting to fome of the mod 
gloomy aphorifms of ■ Roufleau. 

But he was yet a iiorkej and had only 
of late undcrftood, as well as a partial 
reprefentation of the caufe by his otherwife 
candid friend Fleming would let him ua- 
derftand^ the origin of the quarrel in which 
he had.dra>Rfa his f\vord. ' .

but having taken part with his oWri'conntry- - 
men, had been fehV WMn 'ty^Co^'grefs 
where, being a mali of Wrong jplaih'iin'dcr^ 
ftanding, he had jbifted ^fiedrtily in 'all' the 
meafares of rerift'ance, arid .'tfterwardis gone, 
into the field fof the fame .purpofe : but 
hearing that his wife, an Ehglifti' woman, 
whom he palTionately loved, and his only 
Ton,' a boy 6f feVen years oYd] « cre arrived 
at New York from Enghfrd, whiiher they 
liad gone two years befbre, he hid obtained 
leave to quit his command for a (hort time, 
and had fet our alone, and in 'difguife, in 
the interi ion of reachirtg the neighbour* 
hood of New York ; Where, at the houfe of 
one of his temporifing friends, he had ap- 
poiriied his wife and child to meet him — 
in the* hope of Conveying them himfelf, 
thrb'ugh a country abounding in perils, to 
a plaice of prefent fafety. 

But when he was wiihia ain hundred 
N 6 miles 
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miles of the place he \tiflied to reach (a 
diftance that in America is reckoned a 
trifie), he had been m^t by a party of In- 
dians, whom the Briti(h commanders had 
lately let loofe upon the Americans ; and 
having narrowly cfcaped being fcalped, by 
promifes, and fome deceptions very allow- 
able in fuch a (ituation,- he was brought by 
the red warriors to the fmall camp of their 
allies the Englifti^ of which they had juft 
received intelligence.

^o dangerous, that, they often dcfpaircd of 
i^ffefting their purpofe ; and when they at 
leng!th arrived, quite worn down with &• 
figuej fa^vd the monificfitioo to find th^ 
forces they joined in a i^tuation very di& 
ferent from what they had been taught 
to expeft — rwhile the main body was equally 
difapppinteid tliat a (IroQgec reinforcemeal 
wa^ npt fent them from New York^ and a 
fupply.pfprpyifioiis, of which they bcgaAta 
apprehend the ,w.ant. At the fame time 
the march of fuch a fmall body of men, 
(pr.^Jp a^y Jiundrpci - miles, , through a 
counvyj.^very wherein arms againft themi 
w^s .a matter of wonder i ^ind in the detail 
of their expedition given by the commands 
ing officer to the General, the condud of 
Orlando w.as.fpoken of in fuch high terms, 
that he was delired -make him a compli- 
ment on. the,occafion* Orlando, from bis 
ignorance of the country, had entertained a. 
faint hope that he . might find Warwick

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C H A P- XIII. 

THE increafmg difficulties to which 
the BriciQi army, under the command 
ot General Burgoyne, were, at this period 
cxpofed, have been fo often defcribed, and 
Co 'argely infifted upon, that they need not 
here be flipeated. Deferred by the Cana- 
dians and other Americans, who were dif- 
couraged by their perilous fituation — in 
want of neceflary provifipns, and feeing 
themfelves likely to be furrounded — it was 
determined that, if the afEftance they had 
been taught to exped from New York did 
not arrive before the expiration of another 
fortnight, they muft give up all hopes of 
detence. In the mean time, however, a 
movement was refolved upon by a chofen 
body of fifteen hundred men, which brought 
on a general attack from the Americans, 
who carried part of the Britifti lines, and 

night 
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uight only put an end to the combat, in 
*'hich a great number of brave men fell,, as 
well Englifhas Germans. Among the flain * 
was Orlando's refpcdable friend Fleming,, 
who, though hardly recovered of his for-r 
i»er wound, had hurried without orders 
to defend the lines, and was (hot through 
the lungs as he was leading on his men to 
repulfea party of the enemy with the bay- 
Qaet. — Orlando, who was only a few paces 
from him, faw him fall ; and, amid the 
impetuofity of the adidn, he ran towards 
him, exhorting the men lo proceed.— 
Flemings as he lifted him up, knew him, 
and, wringing his hand, faid — ^* Go, my 
dear hoy ! don't wafte a moment upon 
me — I am killed ! but I die contented if 
thofe fcoundrels are driven off.— If you re- 
turn to England, be a friend to my poor 
wife — to my poor little ones!'* He fpoke 
xhefe lad words with extreme difficulty, as 
the blood choked him. Orlando faw his 
noble fpirit depart, and haftily ordering the 
black fervant (who had belonged to War- 
wick, and now ^ftSnded on hiiu) to carry 

'off 
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off the body, he plunged with a degree of 
defpcration into the thickefl of the battle; 
which lafted, however, only a few moments 
longa-, becaufe, as it was by that time too 
dark to diftinguifli friends from foes, each 
partyfound it neccffary to retreat. The BritiQi 
pafied the reft of the night in the melancholy 
employment of afcertaining their lofs, whicb 
was very confiderable in killed and pri- 
foners, particulary in officers, of whom 
{o:nc that had been brought off the field 
were mortally wounded. Orlando, wiih 
concern that furperfeded every thought for 
himfelf, made it his firft care to viGt tlie 
body of his gallant friend, in a fort of 
lingering hope thai he might yet live: 
bin this hope was immedbtely at an end; 
and Orlando had no other comfort than in 
recollefting that he died glorioufly, and 
fhared an honourable grave with many 
other brave officers who ended a career of 
honour in this fatal field. The inten'al 
between this aftion and the removal of the 
Britifh camp by night, a fituation no 

loiigcr tenable, was (hort, but dreadful. 

Fatigue 
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Fatigue and famine, great as tboTe evils 
were^ reemed lefs terrible to die minds of 
the Englitb, than the certainty that they 
muft very foon furrender to an enemy 
whom they at once abhorred and con- 
temned. The officers ftill endeavoured to 
encourage their men, and keep up the fpi- 
fits of each other— they recoUeded other 
occafloos in which armies, in a condition 
equally defperate, had broken through their 
enemies, and conquered thofe who hoped 
to have deftroyed them: but the com'* 
mander himfelf knew the fallacy of thefe 
hopes, and faw that, unlefs fuccours arrived,^ 
in a very few days, the furrender of his 
army was inevitable. 

They had now, however, a meflenger 
from New York, witli information that 
three thoufand men were advancing to 
their affiftance up Hudfon's River|; but this 
expedition had been fo delayed, orwas^ 
after it was undertaken, fo managed, that 
^here appeared not the leaft probability of 
their arriving in time to fave from the nc- 
ceffityof a furrender the devoted army.

Tiic fatfte meflengCF, however, who had 
with infinite difficuky made his way to 
the Ehglffli camp ftom New York, brought 
i few Itttert to the Britifh officers— and 
amotig them, Orfantd<S with a beating 
heart, and with hahds fo tremulous thftt 
could hardly break the feal, opened a Vpac- 
ket from his fifter Selina.

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was awakened from this dreadful ftate, only 
by a meffagefrom his Colonel that he mud 
that moment attend him. — Hardly know- 
ing what he did or faid, he foll6\^^edthe 
ferjeant who brought thefe orders ; and was 
dircfted, inftead of preparing to go with 
the camp, to make himfelf ready, with 
another officer, the negro Perfeus, and 
three rank and file, for an expedition to 
New York, where it was hoped fo fmall a 
^arty might arrive unobferved ; and as the 
men were chofen vvho were the fitteft forfo 
perilous an exploit, Orlando was named, 
from the experience his commanding officer 
had in his firll march of his patience, pru- 
dence, and refolution. Orlando cared not 
whither he went or what became of him— 
be obeyed, as foon as poffible, the orders 
he had received ; and that night, at eleven 
o'clock, began his excurfion with his five 
companionsj and crofled Hudfon's River.

When he recovered his rccolleftion, he 
found himfelf lying on the ground in one 
of thofe temporary buis which the Indians 
crip^ in their hunting parties. Ic was night, 
;uid he heard them in loud converfation 
ijcar him — ^Hc found he wasxheir prifoner, 
and concluded he was reicrved for thofc 
horrid tortures of which he had beard fo 
many terri6c defcriptions. Death appeared 
to him moil defirahle ; and his great hope, 
was that he (hould by death.e/cape them— . 
ipr the pain from the wound in bis head. 
%is fo excefllve^ that be doubted not but; 
that his fcull was fra<ftured/and of courfe^ 
his difiblution near* 

He attempted to rife ; not with any hope^ 
of efcape, for that was impofi3(:>ie, but with 
a fort of confufed defire to agcf terate bis 
fate; when an Indian entered the hut with^ 
a light, in whom Orlando difcovered his 
former acquaintance the Wplf-hunter, 

This young favage approached and fpoke, 
kindly to him, telling him, that though his. 
brothers had killed and fcalpcd the reft^ of 
the party, he had faved him, and was his

- walhcdt 
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wafbed it with "rum*, and then laid on it 
pledget of chewed tea vcs. An Indian 
blanket was thtov^^n over hitfe/foV-hft'Owh' 
clothes were taken awayj -and the yj^^^gj 
ftvage giving him a drink, fuch' as- thcjtj 
hkd themfelvcs been meVry over, of rgrrij. 
water artel honey, defi ed'him to fleep, andi 
in a few moments fet him the example. 

Giddy and difturBed as was the nnhappy'' 
Orlando from the effefts^ of ihe blow, Hfij* 
irow began to» awaken to a fenfe o( his^ 
condition rand in. believing that the injury/ 
He had received was not of fo fatal a naitire' 
as be had:on the^ fiiftl ftnfation of pairi» 
irtiagined, ha felt infinitely mgre miferable.* 
in fiippofing- that he (hoidd live in fucK; irir j 
fupportable anguifli as bis fears for Mo-^ 
nimia and\ his family would inflidt upbn> 
him — condemned probably as longas^ hi$> 
life lafted; to drag on a wretched exiftencc-; 
among the favagc tribes qf the Americaa* 
wildernefs^ and cue ofT from, ail communis- 
cation with his country.. 

In fuch reflections on his own wretcKed- 
ntf^siiepaficdthi^ ifiiferabte nigHt,tiislbdiao^ 
B protcfton 
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protedor foundly fleeping ia the fame hut*, 
fiefore the dawn of day they began to move^ 
ts the chief, or leader of the party^ was 
anxious to efcape, with the plunder they 
bad already goc^ to the Iroquois country^ 
from which they came. Orlando, contrary 
to his ezpe£tations» found could walk; 
and his friend the Wolf- hunter^ plcafed 
with the refolution he exerted> fometimes 
tff^pi him when he appeared on the point 
of fiiiling in this rapid and difficult march,, 
ihrou^h a country known and accefllble 
only to Indians. His (hoes and {lockings 
had been taken from him^^nd his feet bled 
at every ftep t but he went on. in a fort of 
d'efperation, hoping that the more fevere 
^fis fuffcrings were, the feoner they would 
end ; nor was it the leaff of thefe,. that^ oa 
tbe firfl dawn of morning, he faw the Icalps 
of his unfortunate comrade$ triumphantly 
carried by the chief of the party,, whofe 
title was the Wild Elk^ 

New ftenes of horror awaited him oa 
his way*^ . As.glundqr wasnow the avowed 
purgofe of . party of Ir oqwois, which. 

cdnfifted 
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c^onfiftcd of neaaf tony trtfenj th^y attacke^^ 
the defcncetefs vilifies Eri^Iifb 
Americans, Wbofe ixieti'vitv^ 6iflt'Wkh jhl? 
army i and afefti^^ycd^t^^^^ 
dren, or led tberti 0^^y t6 ca^tivify ' infi* 
nkely wbrfe titan ' death; SbrnV few the 
Wolf-hwncer, who^as tbefecAhd iri '^oWeri 
was influenced by theenti'^atfes '6^0rlanda 
to fparej b«ut even thefe were, he feareci^^ 
referved only for a more lingering and de.^ 
plorablc fate ; and in fkdl many hundreds^ 
of the unhappy people, thus driven irook 
their dwellings in the courfe of thcj' Wir^; 
periChed by fortune ib. the woocis and 
gullies* . ' ' 

Orlando. was now nearly recovered , of ■ 
the wound in his head, notwithftandin^^fo-' 
rude a method of cure; but, iii fa<^,*^the: 
ikull.'had not been injured* The ^blow. 
was given with the butt end of a mufket^ 
and not with , a tomahawk, which are al^ 
moft always mortal. His friend the Wolf- 
hunter bad equipped him like an Indian 
warrior. His fine hair was cut off, all. 
but a iopg lock on the crown of his. he^di 

•—and 
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—and he was diftinguilh«4 from 2m If(K 
quois by iMXhing but his Englifh com»- 
plexion. In rirefe cifcumftanccs^ after ar 
long and fatiguing march of clbvcn dayr, 
he arrived with his proocftor at the camp 
cr rendc2iVouS of theft Indians who Had 
taken up the hatchet as allies tor the king 
of England, where ihcy halted and held 
^ general coundl; A party who had jiift^ 
arrived before them, brought rntclHgence' 
«f the convention of Saratoga, fo fetal to; 
the Bfirifh, and their German allies : in. 
confequencc of this,, one body of the In* 
dians returned again towards the feat of 
war, on a fchemc of general depredationV 
and the ottier„ in which was the Wolfc 
homer, who carried every where with hnn 
his Englifh friend, went to the town of 
riicir diftrift, with' an intention of rccniit* 
ing their hi/fnbcrs,* and felftng upon liit 
baek let tlemehts while they were in their* 
prefent defenceliefs ftate; 

The ground was now every where frozen 
and their way fecmed to hy over lharpened 
gi;2its~4b in^penetntbie ic was become*:

€»liihdo was inured to every perfotial fuf- 
fering: but Uiofe of the unhappy vidinis 
of this war— viftims that every day feemed 
to muhiply around Hi and very few of 
whom he could (ave, were a continual fonrce 
of toimenrto him; while,, at every paufe 
of thefe horrors, the fears of what might 
happen, perhaps had already appened' 
at home; were even more dreadful thaa 
his actual miferies. He found that Perfeu^y. 
Warwick's black fcrvanr that had ai tended 
Kim, was among thofe vA^o efcaped fn^m- 
his unfortunate party ; if he did not fall k; 
iriftim to hunger, or failed of being de- 
ftroyed by fome other wandering hordfe- 
of favages, he might, as he was a ftoub 
man, inured to hardlhip, and of good 
courage, find his way to New-York, and. 
firom thence to England,, where he would^ 
undoubtedly report to Mr. Somerive an<tt 
his diftraded family, that he faw Orlando 
die under the hands of an Indian. Tht- 
wretchednefs that^ fuch news would inflidk 
on his friends, on his Monimia, there wa$> 
no likelihood <^ hb being able to remove ; : 

for. 
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for, in bis prefent fituacion^ there was no 
means of conveying a letter with any hope 
of its ever reaching the place its de- 
llination. He tried to prevail on his favage 
friend to let hicn go with the party who 
were returning towards Bofton, in hopes 
that be might efcape from them, and find 
his way alone to feme fort^ either of £ng« 
lifli Americans or Englilh : but this, for 
reafons which Orlando did not altogether 
comprehend, the Wolf-hunter refufed, and 
even expreffed fome refentment that ic was 
propofed. 

. By the time thejrhad reached the IpAiM 
village, it was rhe end of Novembers 
the winter, fee in wit|i/iiich fcvepity^imt«The 
Indians, however eacger afcer^pluhdtry 'fdi 
but little difpofed to encounter its ^igcHi^ 
Orlando then faw that the dreary EtlontlK 
between November and April he muft be 
condemned to pafs among thefe barbarians, 
deprived of all human intercourfe, and in 
a kind of living death. Even if he could 
have forced his mind from the confider- 
aiion of bis own difaftrous. fituation^ to 

contemplate 
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contemplate the wonderful variety which{ 
Nature exhibits, and to have explored: 
tbefe wild fcenes, this refouce was denied: 
hiiB ; for the whole country was a wide waftc/ 
of fnow, and every thing around hitotr 
feemed cold and hopelefs as his owHl 
deftiny. . j 
. The booty which the Indians had divided, 
at their camp comprifed, among other, 
articles, a fmall port folio of his, a memo- 
randum book, his pQpkec book, and a writ**; 
ing cafe : thefe had fallen to the Ihare of. 
his friend the Wolf.hurtter> who was very 
willing to reftore to Orlando things of fo,, 
litdc^ ufe to himCsl^ This was the only^ 
alleviation the .>]nhapp; Orlando found t^* 
his forrqws j yi^t it was a melancholy pne^ 
to write letters which he could hardly ex<»{ 
pedt would ever be read, to make for hit, 
father a journal of occurrences fo mourn-, 
ful, and to feel, while he wrote it, that it 
was too probable the eye for which it was^ 
intended was clofed for ever. 

The fufferings of Orlando were fucji as. 
time, the great fpftener of moft affliftion^ 

fcrvcd 
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itrved only to aggravate. What would he 
have given for even a hope of hearing, 
from England ! and bow many conjeclurcs 
were continually paflmg through his mind, 
each more diftreffing than another ! In 
bis- dreams he oltea faw his Mbnimia piir* 
filed by Sir John Belgrave entreating his 
protcAion, and he ftarted up to chaftife Ae 
inhuman perfecutor of her innoeenet^ At 
other times fencjr, more fevoufafcle, repre- 
fentcd* her as fhe ufcd to appear die early 
days of tbek^ ^factWnene— chtHeffeil, teca\ife 
iwiGonfeioui- df having ©prcd«-^'Afi(d^€fldirly 
miflihg to feifii;iifV*ft? ^eii flhfe ditedWret) 
tfcat their cfe/ideftitte im^tiAgs Weffe 
trary to the flf'ifif Kric'of^^dtfty aft*. ^r6^ 
pr?ct«5'l''"'HeTie*^ W'ailmfrcia 
her (impje beauty^ Kcr innocent tendcrircfsi 
the jftrength: and candour of fier ihictiK 
fivated utidfeVftanding— and lliprpofed him*' 
ftAf engjrged, a^ he ufcd to be, in the de^ 
tfghtfui talk of improving it. Dircary was 
the coniraft between his real fituation and 
thefe foot hi ng vifions ; and be often pre- 
fefcd fuchi as gave him ilceping toroKnt^ 

to. 
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to fuch as by flattering with happinefs rcn«; 
dered more infupportable the defpair 
which conlumed him. 

Pive weeks, five miferable and dreary 
weeks had now crept away ; when fome- 
thing like a cliange of ideas was offered b$ 
the arrival of two French Canadians and a 
party of Indians from that country, who 
lUd tr^elled acFofs the fnows and frozen 
kkes to tbe Indian viUage. , 

It was foaae comfort to the defbiace 
Orlando to ^ Evuroffeafn language i 
and tboug)]r he could ^ak but little Frencbt 
h^'^could re^ if ^j^trenaely \ye|L . But witk 
lhe£s mea Jty^ new ^QJi\f^thf converfed^

—and of this the young fold ier of late had 
lb little^ that the lead gl?n?>pfe of motA 

reftoredi 
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rcftored his dejeded f^^irits ; which, when 
all the evils he felt or feared are remem- 
bered, it will be acknowledged that no 
thing but a temper naturally fanguine, and 
a conftitution unufually ftrong, could have 
enabled him fo long to fnpporr. 

On founding his favage proteftor, who 
was extremely attached to him, he found 
it feemed not very unlikely that he might 
go himfclf with five or fix young warriors 
to Quebec to trade eariy in tlie fpring, 
hunting or %hting on their way as occa- 
fion might offer. His Canadian friends 
encouraged this plan : and Ortando ven^ 
tured to pr6mifc a confiderable prefent of 
fpirits from the governor of Quebec, as an 
acknowledgment for the reftoration of ah 
EngliQi officer ; and made many promifes 
to the Wolf' hunter, of fending him from 
England what fliould give him a great fu» 
periority over all his countrymen, if he 
would releafe him, and promote his return 
to Europe. The means of conciliating this 
^is Indian ma^er, and procuring his con- 
fent to a fchetne that he formerly feemed 

fo 
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fo averfe to, were fuggefted to him by his 
, new Canadian friends, and promifed to be 
fuccefsful. 

Thus relieved by hope, the months of 
January, February, and March, pafled lefs 
heavily. The fpring, which in America 
approaches not gradually as it does in Eng- 
land, but appears at once, furprifed him by 
the fuddcn change which it produced. TJ'hc 
fnow was gone j and, in a very few days, 
the whole country was covered with ver- 
dure and burft into bloom. A thpufand 
birds filled the extenfive forefts, as gay in 
their plumage as exquifitein tlierrfong; 
and, whichever way Orlando looked, a 
new Eden feemed to be opening around 
him. 

On the 2oth of April 1778, Orlando, 
the French Canadians, and the Wolf. 
hunter leading a party of five- and- twenty 
Indian warriors, fet out for Qiiebec — the 
Indians carrying great quantities of furs, 
the fpoils of the animals they had taken 
during the winter. Of thefe Orlando car- 
ried his (hare ; and now, re-animated by 

the 
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the footliing expc^latioa of beinjg' rtftcJred 
fo his cottntry, he ehdcavourcd to con- 
form hicnfelf to the modei of 'hw faVigc 
hofts, and was indeed Wcbttie almoft is 
expert an hunter, in thcif own methodij 
ts the moft adtivc among jhem. 

They had travelled fonrte liiandrcd miles, 
and were within a few days journey of 
Quebec, when it was refolved by the Wdf- 
hunter to encamp for fome days, in a fpof. 
particularly favourable to hunting. This de- 
fermination, however unpieafing to Or- 
lando, he knew was not to be difputed V ind 
though every delay was death to him, he 
was compelled to fubmit to whiat no re- 
monftrance- would avert. 

The camp, therefore, was formed ; and 
if any local circumftance could have rccoti- 
idled him to the procraftination of i jour- 
ney on which all the' hopes of his deliVef- 
ance from thiis wretched and tedious capti- 
vity depended, it was the very ur^cotritnon 
beauty of th6 ' fdeiiiry amid which thcfe 
huts were railed. 

TIhs was on the banks of tht riYtr St. 

Lawrence, 
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Lawrence, at a fpot where it was about 
a mile and a quarter over. The bank^ 
where they encamped were of an immenfe 
teight, compofed of lirae-ftoiie and cal- 
cined (bells; ^nd an area of about an 
hundred yards was between the edge of this 
precipice, which bung over the river, and 
a fine foreU: of trees, fo magnificent and 
ftately as to fink the woods of Norway 
into infignificance. On the oppofite fid^ 
of the river lay an extenfive favannah, 
a»Hve with cattle, and coloured with fuch a 
variety of fwamp plants, that their colour, 
even at that diftance, detra6led foraething 
from the vivid green of the new fprung 
grafs : beyond this the eye was loft in a 
rich and various landfcape, quite unlike 
any thing that European profpefls offer; 
and the acclivity on which the cents flood 
finking very fuddenly on the lefc, the high 
cliffs there gave place to a cyprefs fwamp, 
or low ground, entirely filled with thefe 
trees j while on the righft the rocks, rifing 
fuddenly and (harply, were clothed with 
wood of various ipecies ; the ever-greea 

oak. 
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oak, the fcarlct oak, the tulip tree, and 
magnolia, feemed bound together by fef- 
toons of flowers, fome refembling the con- 
volvulufes of our gardens, and others the 
various forts of clematis, with vignenias, 
and the Virginian creeper ; fome of thefe 
already in bloom, others only in the 
firft tender foliage of fpring : beneath 
thefe fragrant wreaths tHat w'buhd about 
the trees, tufts of rhododendron and 'azalea, 
of andromedas and calmias, grew in the 
moft luxuriant beauty; and llrawbcrries 
already ripening, or even ripe,' peeped 
forth among the rich vegetation of grafi 
and flowers. On this fide all was cheerful 
and lovely — on the other mournful and 
gloomy, the latter fuited better with the 
difpofition Orlando was in, and he reared 
his little hut on that fide next the cyprefs 
fwamp, and under the covert of the dark 
fir trees that waved over it. Thiey had 
been here three days, when, with the ufual 
capricioufnefs of his country, the Wolf- 
hunter determined to recommence their 
[ourney — acircumftance that gave Orlando 

fome 
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fome fatisfadion ; and he went tp his cduch 
of bear*ikin with more difpc^tidn ,to ilcpg^ 
than he had felt for fome tiite, Mdi^fton^ 
trary to his ufoal cuftona, foon 'funk, to 
repofe; and his dreams were of his Mo^ . 
nimia^ foothing and confolatory. 

There is in America a night hawkV 
whofe <:ry is believed by the Indians zl^ 
ways to portend fome evil to thofe who heaif 
it. In war, they affirm that, if axbief fisills^ . 
the funereal cry of this bird announces it ta 
his diftant furvivors.

their tents.
